Enclosed  is  early  notification  of  our  plans  for  the  second  international  symposium  on 
"National  Security  &  National  Competitiveness:  Open  Source  Solutions",  to  be  held  2-4 
November  1993  at  the  Omni  Shoreham,  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  magnificent  hotel  is  in  the 
middle  of  the  prestigious  Connecticut  Avenue  restaurant  and  boutique  area;  adjacent  to  the  Rock 
Creek  Parkway  exercise  trail;  two  blocks  from  the  National  Zoo;  and  minutes  from  all  major 
monuments  and  official  buildings. 

Our  symposium  focuses  on  three  themes  of  urgent  interest  to  all  national  security 
organizations  as  well  as  international  enterprises  concerned  with  their  viability  in  an  era  of  major 
change:  what  unclassified  sources  of  multi-media  (imagery  and  signals  as  well  as  prmt)  data 
which  can  be  bought  relatively  inexpensively  by  government  and  private  sector  organizations; 
information  handling  tools  which  can  convert  information  into  intelligence;  and  opportunities  for 
government  and  private  sector  contracts  to  increase  organizational  capabilities  to  collect,  process, 
and  exploit  or  disseminate  international  unclassified  data. 

Last  year  we  had  629  participants,  each  of  whom  was  able  to  take  advantage  of  critical 
insights  from  such  authorities  as  the  Deputy  Director  of  Central  Intelligence,  the  Chief  of  Staff 
of  the  Defense  Intelligence  Agency,  the  Dhector  of  Defense  Information,  and  leading  technical 
experts  such  as  Jay  Keyworth,  Bob  Kahn,  John  Gage,  and  Stephen  Andriole.  Microtimes,  in 
naming  me  one  of  the  "Microtimes  100:  Industry  leaders  and  unsung  heroes  who  made  a 
difference  in  the  computer  industry  in  1992  and  helped  create  the  future",  was  really  recognizing 
the  quality  of  my  speakers,  and  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  we  succeeded  in  bringing  the 
inteUigence  community,  the  information  industry,  and  buyers  of  information  and  intelligence 
services  into  the  same  room. 

Although  many  of  the  participants  commented  that  it  would  be  hard  to  out-do  our 
performance  last  year,  our  goal  this  year  is  to  do  exactly  that.  In  addition  to  a  most  serious 
effort  to  attract  the  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  to  this  forum,  we  have  added  three  panels 
of  Chief  Executive  Officers  and  Assistant  Secretaries  to  provide  the  fu-st-ever  public  discussion 
of  open  source  intelligence  requirements  from  the  pomt  of  view  of  the  policy  and  senior  private 
sector  leader.  We  have  also  added  numerous  organized  interest  groups,  will  have  30  carefully 
chosen  displays  and  are  extending  to  all  major  information  associations  of  the  world  an  invitation 
to  host  an  information  table  at  no  cost  to  themselves.  In  1992  our  international  audience  was 
composed  of  1/3  government  (mostly  intelhgence),  1/3  information  industry,  and  1/3  brokers  and 
hackers.  In  1993  my  objective,  besides  retaining  these  three  groups,  is  to  add  a  major  foreign 


presence,  both  government  and  private  sector,  including  the  global  financial  community,  and 
international  business  users/buyers  of  information.  I  have  sent  personal  notices  of  this  event  to 
every  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  defense,  intelligence,  commerce,  education,  and  banking  in  the 
world,  and  also  to  major  corporations  and  Chambers  of  Commerce. 

Your  early  registration  will  not  only  assure  you  of  a  seat,  but  it  will  help  balance  our 
workload  and  our  cash  flow,  as  well  as  our  contracting  for  copies  of  the  background  volume  and 
the  book  to  be  provided  to  each  participant.  For  this  reason  I  am  adopting  the  traditional 
mechanism  of  most  conference  organizers,  and  adding  a  $50  surcharge  for  corporate,  academic, 
and  foreign  government  registrations  postmarked  after  1  September.  I  urge  you  to  register  now. 
All  organizations,  corporate,  academic,  and  government,  are  eligible  for  a  $50  discount  per  seat 
if  blocks  of  ten  or  more  seats  are  purchased  prior  to  1  September  1993.  In  the  case  of  those 
traveling  from  a  foreign  country,  I  will  extend  this  discount  to  any  group  that  registers  together 
(i.e.  from  different  organizations,  same  country-please  share  this  information  with  others). 

Displays  will  cost  $2000  (with  two  seats)  or  $1750  (one  seat)  for  a  10'  x  10'  pipe  and 
drape  arrangement,  with  telephone  jack  and  power  provided  where  requested.  Display  locations 
will  be  selected  by  vendors  based  on  date  of  payment.  Seats  are  transferable  and  include  full 
access  to  the  plenary  sessions  and  the  interest  groups;  those  hosting  displays  may  also  buy 
additional  seats  at  a  discount  of  $50  per  seat  without  having  to  meet  the  requirement  for  ten  or 
more  seats. 

Our  magnificent  hotel  is  less  than  100  meters  fr'om  a  Metro  stop  and  has  ample  parking. 
This  year  I  have  also  been  able  to  get  substantial  discounts  from  major  airlines  for  our  out  of 
town  participants~up  to  40%  off  for  travel  anytime  within  five  days  either  side  of  the 
symposium.  The  registration  form  has  a  number  to  call  for  discounted  bookings  on  any  of  the 
airlines,  or  for  the  codes  to  obtain  discounted  rates  directly;  and  the  number  for  obtaining  a 
guaranteed  reservation  at  the  Omni  Shoreham  (with  our  special  rate).

A  revolution  is  occurring  as  the  world  of  intelligence  collides  with  the  world  of  increasingly 
superior  and  competitive  open  information-this  is  the  international  symposium  that  is  not  only 
setting  the  agenda  for  change,  but  bringing  the  international  change  agents  together.  I  would  be 
very  pleased  if  you  were  a  member  of  this  group  and  shared  with  us  your  particular  perspectives.
